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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Figures 4a and 4b should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- 
because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected 
drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 10b (figure 3d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 

1 .121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the 
description in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action.

(g) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP 5 608.01 (d). A brief summary 
or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
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invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: "Patent 
publication 1" (page 1, line 17) is not defined. Examiner notes that applicant most likely 
means "Patent document 1 ." 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 uses two transitional phrases, i.e., "comprising" (line 1) and 
"characterized in that" (line 2) and therefore, the metes and bounds of claim 1 are 
unclear. It is not clear where the preamble ends and the body of the claim begins. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

9. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Spanel 
(US Patent 2,746,144). 

10. With respect to claim 1 , Spanel discloses, a hairdressing tool (10) comprising a 
grip (14) and a razor portion including a blade (22) and coupled to said grip, 
characterized in that said razor portion comprises a razor holder portion (46) coupled to 
said grip, a blade holder retaining said blade and detachably mounted to said razor 
holder portion, said blade holder including a plurality of first comb-shaped protrusions 
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(26) each formed with a cutout for retaining hair, and a blade protector (20) provided 
separately from said blade holder and including a plurality of second comb-shaped 
protrusions (54) each formed with a cutout for retaining hair, said blade being exposed 
between the adjacent first protrusions and between the adjacent second protrusions, 
said blade holder or said blade protector being slidable such that the width of portions of 
said blade exposed between the adjacent first protrusions and between the adjacent 
second protrusions is changeable. The blade protector (20) is vertically slideable which 
allows the blade to be narrowly exposed (furthest away from open end of tines 26) or 
widely exposed (nearest to open end of tines 26). 

1 1 . With respect to claim 2, Spanel discloses, the hairdressing tool (1 0) wherein one 
of said blade holder and said blade protector is provided with a claw (wheel 10) with 
which a finger is engageable so that said one of said blade holder and said blade 
protector can be slid by engaging said claw with a finger. 

12. With respect to claims 3 and 4, Spanel discloses, the hairdressing tool (10) 
wherein said razor holder (46) portion and said blade protector (20) are integral with 
each other. See figures 2 and 3. 

Conclusion
